a head part, for overlapping a rim of the opening of the thin wall on its outer side; 

a body part which proceeds from the head part and can be pushed through the 
opening in the thin wall; and 

a holding part which is carried by the body part, supported on the other side of 
the thin wall, and is separate from the body part; 

wherein said holding part is formed by into holding elements which project in a 
flexible manner from the body part in the direction of its outer surface, each of the 
holding elements having a free end which has a smooth inclined surface for supporting 
the body part on the rim or edge of the opening without play; 
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wherein the two holding elements are arranged diametrical to one another and 
are acted upon by two coil springs; and 

wherein the inclined surface of each holding element is inclined with respect to a 
surface of the other side of the thin wall.

wherein the holding elements are slides of rigid material which are arranged so as to be 
displaceable in a cylinder that is parallel to the plane of the thin wall and rectangular in 
cross section and are held against the force of a pressure spring by a pin arrangement 
that is arranged between them.
